Five Years Ago in Slum s of London 


and M ovement la Still Progressing. 


London, Aug. 21.—General W illiam 
Booth, 
founder 
and 
com m ander in­ 
chief of the 
Salvation Army, died 
hare. General Booth, who waa eighty- 
th ree years old, had been seriously ill 
for several 
months. 
His 
condition 
was so serious th a t the end was ex­ 
pected. 
He had been unconscious for 
some hours. 
He had been failing since last May 
when an operation for cataract was 
perform ed on bis left eye. * 
William Booth was 
born 
in Not­ 
tingham , Bug., 
April IO, 1829. 
His 
father 
was 
a 
carpenter, 
who 
had 
Little 
but 
a 
consum ing 
religions 
seal to support him 
In 
th e 
world. 
By dint of much economy the cai pen- 
ter m anaged to give his son a half 
education, and to send him to a pri­ 
vate theological tutor for preparation 
in the M ethodist ministry. 
At twenty- 
three the young m an took his first 
church, a small chapel in Nottingham . 
During his travels over England on 
preaching tour the m inister met C ath­ 
erine Mumford, and after a long en­ 
gagem ent they were m arried in 1858. 
The Rev. Mrs. Booth was in many 
ways a rem arkable woman. She had 
the ja m e reglious feeling as her hus­ 
band, the sam e instinct for organiza­ 
tion, and a strong appealing quality in 
her personality, which later served to 
attract the people 
of 
th e slum s of 
Loudon to her. 
He laid a plan before the conference 
of M ethodist new connection church. 
It was radical; they would have none 
of I t 
Before 1878, 
when * the Salvation 
Army had its inception, Booth had 
learned the bitterness of the work 
th a t he had selected for himself. Prob­ 
ably the bitterest mom ents th at the 
indomitable evangelist was ever made 
to feel followed the first m archings of 
this uttered C hristian arm y of regen 
ersted souls through the streets of 
Whitechapel. 
It was a holiday for the 
m asses w henever a little band stran ­ 
gled 
out 
of 
their 
tabernacle and 
m arched behind their weesiug in stru ­ 
ments. 
Everything that lent itself to hurl­ 
ing was hurled, and in many cases the 
police sided with the roughs and a r­ 
rested the Salvationists for obstruct­ 
ing the highways. 
Then when noise 
of 
this 
sensatior&l 
ev an g elisin g 
reached the ears of the clergy of the 
West End congregations they arose in 
wrath, and denounced the “vulgar sen­ 
sationalism ‘ and the irreverent tru m ­ 
pery'' of this Salvation Army. 
But Booth persisted in their work. 
Before the Salvation Army was four 
years old. General Booth and his wife 
began the long 
series of social re 
forms and sterling 
charities which 
aland monument a to their greatness 
as enduring as the arm y itself. 
Iratest statistics show that the arm y 
has 8973 corps in the flity-six coun­ 
tries of botii hem ispheres, with about 
21 .INK) officers and employes, and mil­ 
lions of members. Records of the arm y 
show that annually it bouses 6,OO",OU® 
persons, and feeds 12,000,000. 
With the growth of the Salvation 
Army cam e the developm ent of it! 
“general s ’’ Insistence upon a d e s is t 
ism more m ilitary than any other at 
tribute of the army. 
Through that 
very insistence rose the breac h be* 
twee n himself and his son, Ballingtou, 
which resulted in the establishm ent 
of the independent body known as the 
Volunteers of* America. 
Probably this 
break was the greatest grief th a t wan 
ever visited upon the veteran evan­ 
gelist. 
In 1906 General Booth perem ptorily 
called Halliugton Booth from his com­ 
mand in America, aud later sent Eva, 
bis daughter, over here, to relieve th* 
rebelious son of his command. 
Instead of obeying his fath e r’s com ­ 
mand to give up his post in America 
and return to England. General Bal- 
IIngtoil Booth seceded from the arm y 
in the spring of 19u6, and with th* 
financial backing of several wealthy 
men in New York and the support of 
ftiauy of the form er loyal Balvatlon- 
fsta he 
started 
the 
Volunteers of 
America 
He did not see his father 
from the time of his secession to the 
day of General Booth's death, nor waa 
there 
any 
com m unication 
between 
them.

Jury handed down a blanket indict­ 
m ent of seven men for the m urder of 
H erm an Rosenthal. Those included in 
the indictm ent were: 
Ciroflcl (“Dago F ran k ”), gunm an. 
Muller (“W hitey Lewis”), gunm an. 
R osenw elg 
(“Lefty 
L o u is ”), gun­ 
man, still a t large. 
Horowitz (“Gyp the Blood”), gun 
man, still a t large. 
Charles Becker, police lieutenant. 
William Shapiro, driver of the "m u r­ 
der car.” 
Jack Sullivan, runner for Becker. 
T he grand Jury voted unanim ously 
for th e indictm ent, but refused to re 
tu rn indictm ents against Sam Schepps, 
Jack Rose, “B ridgey” Webber, H arry 
Vallon and Louis Libby, who are be­ 
ing held as m aterial witnesses. 
The indictm ent was handed up to 
Judge Mulqueen in the court of gen­ 
eral sessions. 
T he court set T hurs 
day next as th e day for pleading. 
The indictm ent of Lieutenant Beck 
• r 1b a auperseding one, returned as 
a precautionary m easure because of 
the contention of a daw existing in 
th e previous indictment. 
The grand jurym en gave an unus­ 
ual exhibition. 
The applauded them 
■elves so th a t the sound could be 
heard 
plainly 
outside of the 
court 
room. 
It was a signal of satlsfac 
tion that th e first step had been taken 
to bring to punishm ent the men who 
thought they could shoot down citi­ 
zens in cold blood and go free. 
“Big Ja ck " Zeiig, the gunm an, and 
Sam Schepps, the gambler, told the 
grand Jury a tale linking Becker with 
the m urder 
of 
Herman Rosenthal 
sn< h as to m ake plain grand jurors 
pinch them selves to see if they are 
awake. 
T he 
statem ent, as brought 
out by the district attorney, briefly iii 
Its inferences from the sworn facts. 
Is this: 
Becker foresaw a necessity for the 
assassination o f Rosenthal. 
He there 
fore got Zellg. a man who could and 
would furnish gunmen m urderers for 
an occ asion. Into his |>ower by a man 
ufactured 
charge of felony— merely 
carrying a gun, a second o ffen se- 
which m ight mean fifteen years in 
prison for Zellg. Then he got Zellg 
out of prison by making Sam Paul 
Schepps, Vallon and others hustle to 
find $10,000 cash for his bail. 
Then—“fifteen 
years 
in 
prison. 
Zelig. unless you get your friends to 
m urder R osenthal.” According to Zellg 
and Schepps tills was what was done. 
Zelig fled from town. He was In tile 
hands of the 
New 
York 
police In 
Providence when his counsel discov 
creel that lie was practically in the 
plight of Cuban revolutionary polit! 
cal prisoner. 
W hitman astonished the grand jur> 
with this testimony. 
Sam Schepps told his whole n aira 
tive of the affair leading up to the 
Rosenthal murder. This corroborated 
the statem ents of Jack Rose, th e orig 
Ina! informer, whose statem en ts de 
fenders of the police have endeavored 
to discredit by calling attention to the 
obvious motives for bim to invent the 
tale he bas told. 
But 
now, when 
without 
op|M*rtunity 
of 
collusion 
Schepps tells a tale that tallies in all 
respects with Rose’s, Mr. W hitm an be 
lieves both will gain weight and ere 
dulity. 
It was for this reason th a t Wrhit 
man advised the grand jury to walt 
before finding indictm ents against the 
four gunmen and the others Involved 
In the case. 
T h e preliminary work of 
the prosecutor can now be pushed t 
a prompt close. 
District 
A ttorney 
W hitm an 
also 
took before the grand jury evidence to 
■how the 
possession 
by Becker of 
about $9 «i,0oo banked in eight m onths 
in twelve sep arate accounts in town 
and one out of town.

Pittsburgh Commission's Engi­ 


neers Present Plan 


UR6E STORKE RESERVOIRS 


Four Years of Study Lead to th* Cot* 
elution That Floods of tho Stat* 
Can Be Abated at a Comparatively 
•m all Coat 


Pittsburgh, Pa., Aug. 15.—Through 
th* Investigations made during the 
past four years by a corps of com­ 
petent engineers the solution of P itts­ 
burgh's flood problem has been found 
and steps are being taken to have the 
necessary works erected to bring about 
this much desired condition. The in­ 
vestigation was mad* by the Flood 
Commission for the purpose of benefit­ 
ing Pittsburgh, but the recom m enda­ 
tions of the commission show that 
what can be done for Pittsburgh can 
be 
done 
for 
other 
com m unities 
throughout the sta te th a t suffer from 
flood troubles. 
“T h ere is absolutely no doubt,” said 
Morris Knowles, 
a m em ber of th* 
Flood Commission engineering com ­ 
m ittee yesterday, “thst the plans we 
have provided to remove the flood 
m enace from Pittsburgh can be ap­ 
plied to other rivers and stream s In 
Pennsylvania. 
We believe th at th# 
construction 
of 
storage 
reservoirs, 
p ro p erly operated, will give the need­ 
ed 
relief 
besides 
furnishing 
other 
benefits 
The w ater th st rushes down 
th e various rivers In floods, lf prop­ 
erly controlled, can be turned Into 
wealth for the state.” 
T he report of the Flood Commission 
has been recently made public and has 
excited favorable com m ent w herever 
seen. 
It contains over 900 pages, 'n- 
eluding num erous maps and diagram s 
and a large num ber of Illustrations 
showing flood damage, reservoir sites, 
forest 
conditions, 
etc. 
One of the 
principal chapters Is thst dealing with 
flood 
prevention.

“and by holding ha k the dam aging

“ Prevention is obviously the ration­ 
al and com prehensive treatm ent

the flood problem, going as It doe* to 
th e source of the trouble and extend 
Ing its benefits throughout the entire 
river valleys not only In the form of 
flood 
relief, but by the Impounded 
flood w aters during the dry season 
The Ideal river Is one having uniform 
discharge the year round, and any 
approach to that condition very large­ 
ly adds to Its usefulness. 
“ Flood prevention can. to soma a l ­ 
tern, be effected by retarding the ru n ­ 
off by reforestation, and It Is gen 
em ily believed that a certain am ount 
of Im provem ent In low water flow t an

This fact proably gave rise to 
the report that he bad been slain af 
the instigation of President Yuan Shift 
Kai. 
The national assembly ^considered 
the explanation of the government in 
regard to the execution of General 
Chang ('hen Wu and General Feng 
Wei, members of Dr. Sun Yat Sen s 
party, who were 
summarily put to 
death a few days ago, and decided 
that It was unsatisfactory. The mem­ 
bers of the assembly demand the at 
tendance of the premier and war min 
later to give further explanations.

claims to have 
proof of the guilt of the executed gen 
erals and of the complicity of several 
high officials in the government ►erv 
let in a him ret society for the over­ 
throw of the government.

of this society are regarded as a con 
tlnuation of a plot recently lines rf he 1 
at Hankow to revolt against the pres 
ent government, and General Chang 
Chen Wu was looked upon by the gov 
ernment as belonging to the typo of 
political assassins who had been pro 
dined In the course of the various 
Chinese revolutions.
